Mutes in Everett.

fiixt reads and then Lives to public 
and military libraries. 

He has travelled as far as the 
Mammoth Cave of Kentucky, Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis and Nigara Falls, 
and later, while at Saratoga Springs 
he viewed the dead body of Gen. 

Grant. 

Alden I''. Osgood is a handsome 
man of seventy years, and a deaf 
mule since birth, who has until 
within a year and a halt' taken 
care id' himself, and, notwithstand- 
ing his Infirmities, has known a 
number of men who have played 
important roles of the history of 
Hie country. 

In 1906 he came to live at the 
home of Everett, where he makes 
sunshine and merriment for the 
seven men and seven women who 
constitute the family.
